The doctor who operated said that 
she had every chance of recover- 
ing. He was satisfied that death 

was due to the bombing.

dinghies and hundreds of other swift-moving craft. 
Tt even has its own floating dock. 


Of this varied armada the high 
speed launches provide the high 
spots of hazardous restUe adven- 
ture. They are the lifeboats of the 
R.AF.. except that they travel! 
four times as fast as ordinary life- 

) boats and bristle with defensive 
armament. 

Little boats sixty-four feet long 
with three aero engines of 300 h.p. 
each, they streak along at a top 
speed of 40 knots, or cruise at 
32; and, with a range of over 500 
miles, can go “all out” for twelve 
hours without refuelling, or eigh- 
teen if cruising. 


They carry a crew of ten, ynder 
a Master who holds the Board of 
Trade Master’s ticket and usually 
ranks as a Flying Officer. His 
men consist of two first-class Ccox- 
swains, three deck hands, two en- 
gineers, and two wireless opera- 
tors. All wear R.AF. uniform. 


Rescue Or Battle 


Their bout flies aft the Air Force 
ensign—red, white and blue rings 
on a blue fag—and is armed with 
two machine-guns, not only for 
use against hostile bombers, but 
sometimes against crews of enemy ; 
flying boats, or float-planes, who! 
continue the fight after they have 
come down. 

From one of out own aircraft 
or an eye-witness vessel, the:

_ Here the veil is lifted by a Polish officer, 
Lieutenant Zygmunt Litynski. 


Coming from the Battle of Norway, this

He was nearly three weeks 


among the Germans in occupied France. 


Lieut. Litynski was in Vichy in October. 


He escaped to Spain 


via Portugal. Thence 


he travelled to England. 


Now Lieut. Litynski is in London. 


Here 


he tells his astonishing story. 


J have had since I saw the Ger- 
mans hold up their hands in sur-~- 
render at Narvik. Alas! that seems 
a century ago! 


The French, defeated. listless, 
disorganised and helpless, like a 
machine whose miainspring is 
shattered, The German soldiers, 
arrogant and swaggering in their 
triumph, but in danger of de- 
moralisation from excessive in- 
dulgence in the gross pleasures of 
victory, The Spaniards, hungry 
and disunited, living among the 
ruing of their civil war without 
the energy to rebuild 


And now the British, the only 
one of these peoples that I have 
seen that really seem to know 
what this war is ubout, aghting 
with a strength and a cold calm, 
soldiers and civilians alike. 

When we arrived in Brest on 
June 15-on-our return from Nar- 
vik the streets were full of strag- 
giers. Soldiers in ragged uniforms 
lounged around. They had no 
arms and there was no one to lead 


them. They had no interest in 
anything. 


The civilians all insisted the 
-war was over. They. did not. want 
it to go on, They seemed atrail 
that: we should want to fight on 
their city: 


We tried to 
commanding ‘officer, General 
Bethouart, of the Ist Light Divi- 
sion, No one knew where he was. 
We-had no equipment, only rifles 
and.a few light antomatics. No 
cats or lorries, no anti-tank::gunps, 
no ammunition for our rifles, no 
telephone or wireless, no medical 
kit. 


They sent us off by train as we 
were on June 17 to take the sector 
“from St. Malo to Combourg. Arms 
and equipment would be sent 
from Rennes, which, so we were 
informed, was full of everything, 


tanks, guns and -vast quantities: 


of munitions and transport. : 


-We took up our: position - and 
fortified it. But the supplies did 
not -arrive. The .Germons had. 
taken Rennes in the meantime.

They did not attack the Ger- 


mans, They just toolc their food. 


at the point of the machine-gun 


and their ummunition, and then 
returned to their hideouts. The 
Germang let them:go. They did 
not want any trouble. “I was 
amazed to see how dispersed and 
isolated many of the Gerrhan posts 
were, It would have been easy to 
organise a movement against 
them.

The Germans gave the Hitler 
salute.

Then they — re- 
turned to our positions, bringing 
hack booty in the shape of guns, 
ammunition and equiprnent, The 
British losses were one — soldier 
killed, one missing and = four 
slightly wounded. 


No sound came frou: Sidi Bar- 
rani. Occasionally une of our 
scouts crawled across the sand to 
reconnoitre the Italian positions, 
und once a Highlander colonel. got 
within a hundred yards of the 
nearest Fuscist post, heard the 
enemy troops talking and return- 
ed ‘unmolested. 


The infantry attack which was 
preceded by a three hour barrage 
by our artillery some distance 
behind, began at 10.p.m. when the 
Moon was shining fitfully through

a heavy. haze. Erom our position 
we watched: Highlanders, tin-hat- 
ted: and with bayonets Axed, their 
dusty faces now gzim in the halt 
light, receive final instructioras 
and.then with their heads. hunch- 
ed down, begin their slow stealthy 
advance In spread-out formation 
towards the enemy. Silence set- 
tled over the desert, broken only 
by fitful gunfire from our bat- 
teries and a desultory reply from 
the Italians.

Then suddenly a syund of shout- 
ing filled the air, and clearly 
across the desert matives could be 
beard screaming. A doctor stand- 
ing beside me said, “That's the 
Jocks making their first bayonet 
charge. They've orders not to 
shoot until the last possible mo- 
ment,” The men were’ obeying 
those orders. A babel of voices 
came across the desert, but for 
more than an hour no shots sound- 
ed as the Highlanders methodical- 
ly went abaut their job of taking 
over the enemy positions, annthi- 
lating the men holding them = or 
sending them running back into 
Sidi Barsani. 


It was an eery sixty minutes, for 
us staring into the bjackness 
wondering what was happening. 
Then at midnight all hell was. 
suddenly let loose as the Italian 
batteries in Sidi Barrani realised: 
that a raid was taking place. -Huats 
in the town and grewt expanses 
of sand were lit up as_ shells 
from five Fascist batteries pound- 
ed at the dim figures of the grim, 
methodically working British sol~ 
diers. For us it was like wateh- 
ing a battle-scene at the cinerna

One of these advancing High- 
Janders, a 22 year old native of 
Glasgow, found he had chased the 
Libyans too far and was cut off 
with 30 native troops around him. 
Swiftly he threw off his helmet, 
went up to the Libyans and pre- 
tended he was a native soldier and 
accompanied them to a rear-post. 


Unrecegnised in the darkness ho 
was put on guard and remained 
there for two hours before seizing 
the opportunity to slip away and 
regain the British lines.

I asked him what he did when 
the Libyans addressed, him. “Just 
grunted. It seemed io go down:

I went to one of these. graveyards to- day, and

Here lie the remains of 


enemy bombers:which .came to shower death on 
women and children, amd were shot down in the 
process.

You have to come to a gigantic 
scrap heap like this to appreciate 
the bringing down alone of 188 
enemy aircraft on one day and 
48 on another. Not all of them, 
of course, reach the dump. Some 
disappear for ever in the Channel; 
ofhers are blown to bits; others, 
again, may con:e down in places 
not easily accessible. But the 
majority come im the end to the 
dump, to provide solid evidence

Stricken Dornier 


The colossal accumulation of 
wreckixe speaks for itself I 
looked at the big wing of a Dor- 
nier, with its black and white 
cross standing out forlornly.

Some of the blades 
even had bullet holes through 
them,

KILLED BY 


|BOMBS 


A woman, whose hus- 
band was alleged to have 
attempted to murder her 
in an Anderson shelter, 
was later killed by bombs 
when the hospital .to 
which she had been taken 


received a direct hit. 

A solicitor, Mr. E. Weale, made 
this statement at Dartford when 
the husband, Cyril William Percy 
Clark, 30, labourer, of Dartford, 
was sent for trial at Kent Assizes 
ona charge of attempting to mur- 
der his wife. 

Mr, Weale said that Mrs, Clark 
was found lying unconscious in the 
shelter by an anmibulance driver 
and a nurse. She was removed to 
the hospital, and an operation per- 
formed which appeared to be suc- 
cessful.’ But shortly afterwards 
the hospital was bombed. The 
ward in which Mrs. Clark was ly- 
ing received a direct hit, and she 
died as a result of the bombing. 


Sleeping Children 


The ambulance criver said that 
in the shelter, lying near Mrs. 
Clark, were her two children fast 
asleep. 

Evidence was given that Clark 
telephoned for the ambulance and 
accompanied his wife to hospital. 
The doctor who operated sald that 
she had every chance of recover- 
ing. He was satisfied that death 
was due to the bombing. 

Det.-Sgt. White, of Dartford, 
said that when arrested Clark de- 
scribed how he and his wife sat 
with the children in the shelter 
throughout the night ‘of Sept. 1 
ond 2, and went on: “Before it got 
Nght we had a quarrel because I 
asked her to let me go’ into lodg- 
ings andhave a separation. I lost 
my temper. I struck her on the 
head with my first. She fell back 
as though she was unconscious.’

Little boats sixty-four feet long 
with three oero.engines of 300-h.p. 
each, they streak along at a .top 
speed of 40 knots, or cruise at 
32; and, with a range of over 400 
miles, can go “all out” -for twelve 
hours without refuelling, or eigh- 
teen if cruising. 


They carry a crew of ten, under 
a Master who holds the Board of 
Trade Master’s ticket and usually 
wanks as a Flying Officer.

The Germans. are find- 
ing it so difficult tp obtain 
R.A.F. bombers to photo- 
graph for. propaganda 
purposes that they arte 
taking pictures of their 
own. crashed aircraft and 
describing them as Bri- 
tish. 


A case occurred .on September 
14, when the ““Volkischer Beobach- 
ter” publisifed in its North German 
edition an impressive photograph 
of a wrecked aeroplane, alleged 
io be-a British machine -whioh had 
been shot down. Yt was accom- 
panied ‘by the triumphant captton: 
‘The end of a British air pirate. 
He tried to cross the Frenoli coast, 
but our air @efences were on the 
ook-eut and braught him down.” 

The aircraft is, in fact, quite 
clearly a Junkers 88. The curious 
un-English draughtsmanship of 
the death’s head -painted .on the 
fuselage in the Nazi fashion would 
in itself arouse the. suspicion of 
the observant, and a closer ex- 
amination.of the wreckage reveals 
it beyond any doubt as a Junkers 
88, hundreds of which have been 
shot down over this country. | 

A comparison of photographs 
shows that they are -identidal ma- 
chines. The one is the German 
propaganda picture arid jhe other 
is a photograph.of a Junkers. 83 
shot down ‘in ‘South-East England 
en August 22. Great Britain could 
supply ‘Goebbels with’ a -prmida~ 
ble selection of similar photo- 
graphs of Junkers, whioh have 
now proved so vulnerable to -our 
fighters and anti aircraft. guns 
that they are rarely, it cver, sent 
over Britain these .days. - 

It is only in eXceptional cir- 
cumstances .that the British .vu- 
thorities reveal the exact fypes of 
German machines, the names of 
crews (dead or prisoners), and 
the dates and places where the 
aircraft have béen shot down in 
Britain. ‘Such -an. occasion was on 
October .9, when. the German ‘High 
Command stated, that "all but 
three of our direragt ratuyned 
safely.” The Air. Ministry.had.an- 
nownced shat eight German :pir- | 
craft had :been destroyed,;inolud-_ . 
ing two ‘Heinkel 60 -ficatplanes 
which were ‘lost in {the sea \with~ 
Out survivors. After ‘the German 
claim ‘had ‘heen made, the: .Alr: - 
Ministry gave the. types, the maxk- 
ings, .and.the places where the air- | 
craft were ‘shot down,’ together

: Some of the staunchest 
. Supporters of the aid-to- 
-sBritain movement in the 
- United States are persons 
who- formerly were either 
lukewarm or quite impar- 
tial in their attitude — to- 
ward the war. This alter- 
ation in sentiment has 
been due to recognition of 
America’s position in the 
world conflict.

Such is the motive ac- 
knowledged by — some 
threescore of Roman Cat- 
holics—laymen and clergy

This is a most timely 
plea. The United States 
is speeding up its manu- 
facture and shipment of 
supplies to Britain.

Ore-night, when we were hid- 
ing in the barn of a chateau up 
near the coast, we heard a greal 
noise from the village. 


I avked our host what it was. 


“Oh,” he said, ‘that is the Ger- 
men soldiers. They are celebrat- 
ing. They have just received or- 
ders to move to Bordeaux. They 
think that down in Bordeaux they 
will be safe from being used fur 
the invasion of England.” 


There was a regiment’ in St. 
Mrlo who rejoiced openly when 
orders came for them to move 
away from the invasion coast to 
the safe South, 


Not that the Germans ih Brit- 
tuny were quiet fellows at any 
time, By the time my little party 
and [ had got sately out the Ger- 
mans had drunk up all the chaimn- 
pegne in the country. Chumpagne, 
sausages and sauerisraut. (chou- 
route guarnie) wus and is the fav- 
curite order of the German sol-+ 
diers in the cafes when they can 
get it. And the sweeter the chan- 
payne the better.

Il have seen quite enough of the 
Germans in their new role as the 
masters of France. Fur ofter the 
19 days which 1 spent hopping 
across fields and through woods 
in occupied France, watching from 
hedzes and ditches the German 
infantry columns roll by in their 
lorries—never once did [' sca Ger- 
man troops marching—I spent an- 
other two months and a_ half 
dogging the agents of the Gestapo 
in unoccupied Frence before | 
could make my dash for Spain 
and freedom.

Here the veil is lifted by a Polish officer, 
Lieutenant Zygmunt Litynski.

Battle of France. 


He was nearly three weeks 


among the Germans in occupied France. 


Lieut. Litynski was in Vichy in October. 


He escaped to Spain 


via Portugal. Thence 


he travelled to England. 


Now Lieut. Litynski is in London. 


Here 


he tells his astonishing story. 


I have had since I saw the Gor- 
mans hold up their hands in sur- 
render at Narvik. Alas! that seems 
a century ago! 


The French, defeated, lstless, 
disorganised and helpless, lilke a 
mktcnine whose mainspring is 
shattered. The German. soldiers, 
arrogant and swaggering in their 
triumph, but in danger of de- 
Moralsation from excessive in- 
dulgence in the wross pleasures of 
victory, The Spaniards, hungry 
and disunited, living among the 
ruins of their civil war without 
the energy to reouild. 


And now the British, the only 
one of these peoples thet I have 
seen that really seezm to know 
what this war is about, fighting 
with a strength and a cold calm, 
soldiers and civilians alike.

When we arrived in Brest on 
June 15 on our returm from Nar- 
vik the streets were full of strag- 
glers. Soldiers in ragged uniforms 
lounged around They had no 
arms and there was no one to lead 
them. They had no interest im 
anything. 


The civilians all imsisted the 
war was over. They did not want 
it to go on. They seemed: afrait: 
that we should want to fight on 
in their city. 


We tried to find our French 
commanding officer, General 
Bethouart, of the Ist Light Divi- 
sion.

And then they all drove 
on in the direction of Brest. The 
Germans were always asking for 
the whereabouts of British troovs. 
The French they just ignored. 


Breton peasants helped us in 
our get-away. The walls of their 
own houses were plastered with 
posters from the German army 
authorities—often stuck: on top of 
the old mobilisation: posters— 

warning them on pain of death 
not to help soldiers to escape. 


But these simple peasants did 
not care.

He used to creep right into the 
villages occupied by the Germans 
and under the noses of the Ger- 
man sentries he demolished es- 
sential parts of. whatever machines 
he found there.

Another group of French sol- 
diers who refused to surrender! 
were using an army petrol tank 
car as an armoured vehicle, and 
with this they used to sally forth 
on raids into villages occupled by, 
isolated German posts. 


They did not attack the Ger-= 
mans, They just took their food 
at the point of the machine-gun 


and their ammunition, and therf 
returned to their hideouts. Ths 
Germans let thern go. They dis 
not want any trouble. I was 
amazed to see how q@ispersed and | 
isolated many of the German postg 
were. It would have been easy to

Once, after we had changed into 
civilian.clothes, I found myself in 
a little town among a crowd of 
French soldiérs just’ at the mo-'-.

The Germans gave the Hitler 
salute. Many of the French mutely 
raised their hands in reply. No .

It is believed that one of the 
chief subjects discussed between 
the two dictators at Florence was 
the best way of harmonising 
German and Italian terms. 

While the Vichy Government 
sudden invasion of 
the Department of the French 
Alps and of Savoy and Corsica 
might well set the whole country 
aflame. Serious meutral obser- 
vers put the proportion of pro- 
British sympathisers as high as 90 
per cent., and such an act -might 
turn sympathy into support.

Of late, various efforts in the 
direction of proving, free food and 
shelter and vocational training 
have been attempted by the com- 
munity of Hong Kong to alleviate 
the suffering of ‘these little ones. 
The most noticeable work of. this 
kind are the Rural Home & Or- 
phanage in Taipo and the War 
Refugee Children’s Industrial 
Home in Aberdeen each having 
under its care over 100 ‘children. 
These two institutions were estab- 
lished and ore being maintained 
with funds subseribed mostly from 
abroad: one being largely depend- 
ent on contributions from Chris- 
tion organisations’ in England, 
while the other being supported 
by similar bodies in the United 
States and Canada. Due to their 
rather limited financial resources, 
however, they have not been able 
to extend their activities on a big- 
ger and more comprehensive 
scale. 


The present relief measures, 
while commendable, have been 
hardly adequate to accommodate 
the increasing number of war or- 
phans secking the sanctuarv of 
Hong Kong. The “South China 
Christian Education & Industrial 
Association for Homeless War Re- 
fugee Children” has been lately 
organised to co-ordinate the actl- 
vities of the above institutions and 
to further the work for the care 
of war orphans.

British losses were one — soldier 
killed, one missing and — four 
slightly wounded. 


No sound came from Sidi Bar- 
rani, Oceasionally one of our 
scouts crawled across the sand to 
reconnoitre the lalian positions, 
and once a Highlander colonel get 
within a hundred yards of — the 
nearest Fascist post, heard the 
enemy troops talking and return- 
ed unmolested. 


The infantry attack which was 
preceded by a three hour barrage 
by our artillery some distance

One of these advancing High- 
janders, a 22 year old native of 
Glasgow, found he had chased the 
Libyans too far and was cut off 
with 30 native troops around him. 
Swiftly he threw off his helmet, 
went up to the Libyans and pre- 
tended he was a native soldier and 
accompanied them to a rear-post. 


Unrecognised in the darkness he 
was put on guard and remained 
there for two hours before seizing 
the opportunity to slip away and 
regain the British lines.

I asked him what he did when 
the Libyans addressed him. “Just 
grunted. It seemed to go down 
well enough.” he replied. Like 
the rest this soldier returned to 
the base with his arms loaded 
with rifles and ammunition which 
he had captured from the Malian 
posts, each one of which had been 
stripped and destroyed before our 
men returned.

_ PEOPLE WHO find it difficult to credit the 
staggering.successes of the. R.A.F. ought to be shown 
. the graveyards of the Nazi aircraft we have destroy- 


ed, writes a special correspondent. 
.I went to. one of these -graveyards.to-day, and

Here lie the remains of 


enemy. bombers which came to shower death on 
women and children, and were shot down in the 
process. With them lie crumpled Messerschmidts. 


You have to come to a gigantic 
scrap heap like this to appreciate 
the bringing down alone of 188 
enemy aircraft on one day and 
48 on another. Not ail of them, 
of course, reach the dump. Some 
disappear for ever in the Channel; 
others are blown to bits; others, 
again, may come down in places 
not easily accessible. But the 
majority come im the end ta the 
dump, to provide — solid evidence 
of the destruction we have

A woman, whose hus- 
band was alleged to have 
attempted to murder her 
in an Anderson shelter, 
was later killed by bombs 
when the hospital to 
which she had been taken 


received a direct hit. 

A solicitor, Mr. E. Weale, made 
this statement at Dartford when 
the husband, Cyril William Percy 
Clark, 30, labourer, of Dartford, 
was sent for trial at Kent Assizes 
on a charge of attempting to mur- 
der his wife. 

Mr. Weale said that Mrs. Clark 
was found tying unconscious in the 
shclter by an ambulance driver 
and a nurse. She was removed tu 
the hospital, and an operation per- 
formed which appeared to be suc- 
cessful. But shortly afterwards 
the hospital was bombed. The 
ward in which Mrs. Clark was ly- 
ing received a direct hit, and she 
died as a result of the bombing. 


Sleeping Children 


The ambulance. driver sald that 
in the shelter, lying near Mrs. 
Clark, were her two children fast 
asleep. 

Evidence was given that Clark 
telephoned for the ambulence and 
accompanied his wife to hospital. 
The doctor who operated said that 
she had every chance of recover- 
ing. He was ‘satisfied that death 
was due to the bombing. 

Det.-Sgt. White, of Dartford, 
said that when arrested Clark ‘de- 
scribed how he-and his -wife sat 
with the children ‘in the shelter 
throughout the night of Sept. 1 
qnd 2, and went on: ‘Before it got 
light we had a quarrel] because I 
asked her to let me go into lodg- 
ings and have a separation. I lost 
my temper. I struck -her on the 
head with my fist. She fell baci 
as though she was Gnconscious.”

BRITAIN’S INCREASING 
SUPPORT 


Some of the staunchest 
Supporters of the aid-to- 
. Britain movement in the 
United States are persons 
who formerly were either 
lukewarm or quite impar- 
tial in their attitude to- 
ward the war. This alter- 
ation in sentiment has 
been due to recognition of 
America’s position in the 
worli conflict. Recent re- 
‘cruits to the anti-Nazi 
cause base their new posi- 
tion on moral as well as 
political grounds. 

Such is the motive ac- 
knowledged by some 
threescore of Roman Cat- 
holics—laymen and clergy 
—for a recent statement 
urging all possible aid 
from the United States to 
Britain, “lest we be left to 

‘face the dictators of 
Europe and Asia alone.” 

This is a most timely 
plea. The United States 
is speeding up its manu- 
facture and shipment of 
supplies to Britain. It is 
approaching the time 
when it may have to con- 
sider placing its ships 

“once more in traffic be- 
tween American and Bri- 
tish ports. But mean- 
while the seas on which 
American supplies must 
travel, and American 
ships may soon have to 
venture, are becoming 
daily more dangerous be- 
cause of the U-hoat men- 
ace. 

Important and_ heart- 
ening as isthe tremen- 

" dous victory in the Medi- 
terranean, the area of 
submarine warfare and of 


raids on merchant ship-| 


ping in the North Atlantic 
off the Irish coast re- 
mains a crucial one in the 
present struggle.

There was a regiment in St. 
Melo who rejoiced openly when 
orders came for them to move 
away from the invasion coast to 
the safe South. 


Not that the-Germans in Brit~ 
lany were quiet fellows at any 
time. By the time my little party 
and I had pot safely out the Ger- 
mans had drunk up all the cham- 
pagne in the country, Chumpagne, 
sausages and sauerkraut (chou-~ 
croute garnie) was and is the fav- 
curite: order of the German sol- 
ditrs in the cafes when they can 
Ret it. And the sweeter the cham- 
pagne the better. 


I have seen quite enough of the 
Germans in their new role as the 
masters of France. For after the 
19 days which I spent hopping 
across fields and through woods 
in occupied France, watching from 
hedges and ditches the German 
infantry columns roll by in their 
lorries—never once did I sce Ger- 
man troops marching—I spent an- 
other two months and a_ half 
dogging the agents of the Gestapo 
in unoccupied Feunce before I 
could make my dash for Spain 
and freedom.

__ How do the Nazi soldiery face up to the. 
idea of invading Britain ? 


How do the French people react under 
the heel of the Nazi jackboot ? 


Here the veil is lifted by a Polish officer, 
Lieutenant Zygmunt Litynski. 


Coming from the Battle of Norway, this 
officer, who is also a distinguished Palish 
journalist, fought in the last stages of the 
Battle of France. He was nearly three weeks 
among the Germans in occupied France. 


Lieut. Litynski was in Vichy in October. 


He escaped to Spain 


via Portugal. Thence 


he travelled to England. 


Now Lieut. Litynski is in London. Here 
he tells his astonishing story. 


I have bad since I saw the Ger- 
mans hold up their hands in sur- 
render at Narvik. Alas! that secms 
a.century ago! 


The French, defeated, listless, 
disorganised and helpless, like a 
machine whose mainspring is 
shattered. The German soldiers, 
arrogant abd swaggering jn their 
triumph, but in danger of de- 
moralisation from. excessive in- 
dulgence in the gross pleasures of 
victory, The Spaniards, hungry 
and disunited, living among the 
ruins of their civil war without 
the energy to revuild. 


And now the British, the only 
one of these peoples that J have 
seen that really scem to know 
what this war is about, fighting 
with a strength and a cojd calm, 
soldiers and civilians alike.

When we arrived in Brest on 
June 16 on our return from Nar- 


_vils the streets were full of strag- 


glers. Soldiers in ragged uniforms 
lounged around. “They had .no 
arms and there was no one to lead 
them. They had no interest in 
anything. 


The civilians all insisted the 
war was over. They did not want 
it to go on. They seemed afraid 
that we should want to fight on 
in their city. . 


We tried to find our French 
commanding officer, General 
Bethouart, of the Ist Light Divi- 
‘sion, No one knew where he was. 
We had no equipment, only rifles 
‘and a few light automatics. 
cars or lorries, no anti-tank guns,; 
no ammunition for our rifles, no 
telephone or wireless, no medical 
Kit. = 


They sent us off by train as we 
were on June 17 to take the sector 
from St, Malo to Combourg. Arms 
and equipment would be sent 
from Rennes, which, so we were 
informed, was full of everything, 
tanks, guns and - vast quantities. 
of munitions and. transport. 


We took up our'position and 
fortified it, But the supplies. did 
not arrive. The Germans had 
taken Rennes in the meantime. 


The mayors of the -~-villages 
where we had-established our. 
strong points ordered the’ inhabit- 
ants to pull down our fortifications,

And then at 11 a.m. on June-18 
the German motorised advance 
column was reported to be ap- 
proaching, .-We made ready to 
fight.

We saw the Germans enter the 
Village. They drove right past us 
on their lorries sitting there on 
their benches row by. row, wood- 
en, expressionless, like policemen. 


A captain asked the mayor: 
“Are there any English around 
here?" And then they all drove 
On in the direction of Brest. The 
Germans were always asking for 
the whereabouts of British troops, 
Vhe French they just ignored. 


Breton peasants helped us in 
our get-away, The walls of their 
own houses were plastered with 
posters from the German army. 
uuthoritics—often stuck on. top of 
the old mobilisation posters— 
warning them on pain of death 
not to help soldiers to escape. 


But these simple peasunts did 
not care. 


They were not like the peeple of 
Brest. They wanted the war to go’ 
on. They gave us news of where 
the Germans were. They hid us. 
They :gave us faod. They guided 
Us. ‘They.gave us.the maps out.of 
thoir almanacks ... . . the only 
maps we had. ; 


‘It was the same whether we 
went into the cottages of the sim- 
ple folk or the ‘chateaux of the, 
aristocrats, : 


And .they were always full of 
news of the British. “The Etig- 
‘lish are.at Amiens,” :the peasants 
told us with delight an@ enthus~ 
iasm. “The English are at Dun-, 
-lkivk.” 


The lord of one of the chateaux

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They were going around des- 
troying as best they could the 
(tanks and motorears and Jorries 
and guns abandoned by the 
Germans. A young mechanic led 
them. 


’ He used to creep right into, the | 
villages occupied by the Germans : 
and under the noses of the Ger- 
man sentries he demolished es- 
sential parts of whatever machines 
he foynd there. The soldiers said 
they were working under orders’ 
from the French military authori- 
tics. But they would mot tell us 
which. , That, they said, was. a 
secret. 


Another group of French sol- 
diers who refused to surrender 
were using an army petrol tank 
car as an armoured vehicle, and - 
with this they used to sally forth 
on raids into villages occupied by. 
isulated German posts. 


They did not attack the Ger- 
mans. They just took their food 
at the point of the machine-gun 


and their ammunition, and ‘then 
returned to their hideouts. ‘The 
Germans let them go. They .didé 
not want any trouble. I was 
amazed to sce‘how dispersed and 
isolated many of the German posts 
were. It would have been easy to 
organise a movement against 
them. 


Once, after we. had-changed into 
civilian clothes, ‘1 found myself in 
a littl town among a crowd of 
French soldiers just at the mo-_ 
ment when two Germans arrived 
to take it over. 


The Germans gave the Hitler 
salute. Many of the French mutely 
raised their hands in reply. No 
one made a move against the Ger- 
mans. There was no ane to lead 
them. : 


But there was great bitternesa 
Against the Germans everywhere.’ 
The peasants-were angry because 
there had been a good deal .of 
looting, mostly of champagne and 
bicycles, but also, as at Saumur, .

States and Canada. Due to their 
rather limited financial resources, 
however, they have not been able 
to extend their activities on a big- 
ger and more comprehensive 
scale, 


The present * relief measures, 
while commendable, have been 
hardly adequate to accommodate 
the increasing number of war or- 
phans seeking the sanctuary of 
Hong Kong. The “South China 
Christian Educatlon 8 Industrial 
Association for Homeless War Re- 
fugee Children” has been lately 
organised to co-ordinate the acti- 
vities of the above institutions and 
to further the work, for the care 
of war orphans. 


At a recent meeting the Asso- 
ciation has decided to appeal to 
the public for donations towards 
the goal of $50,000. 


It is proposed that $10,000' or . 
more wiil be appropriated to make 
up the‘deficit in the budget of. the 
said two institutions for the.com- 
ing year, asthe war situation 
abroad precludes the prospect of 
continued support from _ sources 
on which these institutions hither- 
to relied. The balance. of funds to 
be raised will be used to provide 
new: accommodation.for 200 more 
urphan boys ‘and girls. This ac- 
commodation will be provided 
either by enlarging institutions or 
by inviting the Salvation Army to 
supervise a new home whichever - 
proves the more economical ° and 
cfficient ‘plan.

Our men toak several posts pro- 
tecting Sidi Barrani and held them 
for several hours until the raid 
was completed, Then they — re- 
turned to our positions, bringing 
hack booty in the shape of guns. 
anmimunitton and equipment. The 
British losses were one soldier 
killed, one missing and four 
slightly wounded. 


No sound came from Sidi Bar- 
raph Occasionally one oof our 
scouts crawled across the sand to 
reconnoitre the Italian positions, 
and once a Highlander colonel got 
within a hundred yards of — the 
nearest Fascist post, heard the 
enemy troops talking and return- 
ed unmolested, 


The infantry attack which was 
preceded by a three hour barrage 
by our artillery some distance 
behind, began at 10 p.m. when the 
moon was shining fitfully through 


a heavy haze. From oltr position 
we watched Highlanders, tin-hat- 
ted and with bayonets fixed, their 
dusty faces now grim in the: half 
light, receive nal instructions 
and ‘then with their heads hunch- 
ed down, begin their slow stealthy 
advance in spread-out formation 
towards the enemy. Silence set- 
tled over the desert, broken only 
by fitful gunfire from bat- 
teries and a desultory reply from 
the Slahians.

One of these advancing High- 
landers, a 22 year old native of 
Glasgow, found he had chased the 
Libyans too far and was cut off 
with 30 native troops around him. 
Swiftly he threw off his helmet, 
went up to the Libyans and pre- 
tended he was a native soldier and 
accompanied them to a rear-post. 


Unretognised in the darkness he 
Was put on guard and remained 
there for two hours before seizing 
the opportunity to slip away und 
regain the’ British lines. 


Just Grunted 


I asked him what he did when 
the Libyans addressed him, “Just 
grunted, It seemed to go down 
well enough,” he replied. Like 
the regt this soldier returned to 
the base with his arms  lvaded 
with rifles and ammunition which 
he had captured from the Italian 
posts, each one of which had been 
stripped and destroyed before our 
men returned. Most of the Ita- 
lians’ mechanised transport in the 
front lines was destroyed by a 
party of men led by a young 


subaltern who had orders to try’ 


and approach the posts fromthe °' 
rear. He and his men succeeded 
in creeping in through the-enefily, -

Only two Libyans were: guardilig 
them and they quickly” seized 
them. ' 


“They call us the demolition 
squad,” said the subaltern. “And . 
we were carrying pickaxes arid —

rifles. We did a pretty good ‘job 


slashing the tyres and breakitg 
the cylinders of five lorries,. a 
petro] lorry and a water-caft.
